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A ſhort Explanation of the Chief Ceremonies ob- 
ſerved in the Office of the Holy Week, 


HE Week before Eaſter has been called 
by ſeveral Names from the various Things 
and Ceremonies performed in it. Some Authors 
call it Pena, from the painful Sufferings, 
which our Lord endured for the Puniſhment 
of Sin, It is called by others Hebdomada Indul- 
rentiæ, or the Week of Pardon, becauſe of the 
Pardon or Abſolution antiently granted to public 
Penitents, St. Jobn Cbryſoſtom names it the 
Great Week and in the Roman Milal and Bre- 
viary it {till. retains the Name o Hebdemada 
Major or the Greater Week; becauſe the 
Church performs in it the Great Things, which 
her Spouſe has given her Power to do upon 
Farth, For in this Week, according to her 
antient Rite, ſhe brought him forth Children 
by Baptiſm, reconciled to him Sinners by Pe- 
nance, cogſecrated to him Miniſters for his 
Altar, and brought all the Faithful to his Table, 
there to be fed with the ſame Body that was 
ſlain for them. And we ſee, that ſhe ſtill bleſſes 
the Materials for her greateſt Myſteries ; as, the 
Water for Baptiſm, and the Oils for the Extreme 
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UnQion, Confirmation, Ordination, and the 
Conſecration of Altars and Churches. It is no 
Wonder then, that this Week is called the 
Holy Week, when ſuch Holy Myſteries and Sacred 
Ceremonies are performed in it, 
PALM-SUNDAY. 

HE firſt Day of this Week is called Palm- 

Sunday; being appointed to honour the tri. 
umphant Entry of Te/us Chr into Feriſalem; 
when many of the Fewws cut off Branches from the 
Trees, and ſtreu ed them in the Way through 
which he was to paſs, It is in Memory of this 
Triumph that the Palms are bleſſed, diſtributed 
to the Faithful, and carried by them in ſolemn 
Proceſſion. They hold them alſo in their Hands, 
while the Hiitory of the Paſſion is read out of St, 
Matthew's Goſpel; toſignify by that Ceremony, 
that they are to partake of he Triumph of Jeſus 
Chriſt, by the Virtue of his Death and Paſſion. 

In the Penediction of the Palms are mentioned 

the Branchg@of the Palm-tree, Olive-tree, and 
other Trees, which are made Uſe of in Ccun- 
tries where theſe "Trees grow : but in our Nor- 
thern Countries we ſupply that Defe& with any 
Scrt of green Boughs, which are called Pals, 
from the Original Ceremony, and repreſenting 
to us our Saviour's Victory over the Prince of 
Death, and the Riches of his Mercies; the 
Palm-branches being Emblems of Victory, and 
the Olive-branches of Mercy. 

We may alſo obſerve, that Chriſt enters Je- 
ruſalem on a Day that anſwers to the Tenth Day 
of the Moon; when the Jews brought to their 
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Houfes (Exod. Xx vii.) the Lambs that were to be 
killed and eaten on the Pafover, in Memory of 
their Deltverance from the Slavery of Eyypt, 
and of their Entrance into the Land of Promilc, 
by their miraculous Pailage over the Red Sea, 
Hence in the Proceſſion of this Day the Open- 
ing of the Door of the Church by knocking with 
the Foot of the Ctols, ſignifies not only the tri- 
umphant Entry into Jeru/alem, bat alſo, that the 
Gates ct the Celeſtial Jeruſalem were opened for 
us, byChriſt the true Paſchul Lamb dying on the 
Crols, to redeem us from the Slavery of Sin, 
The TENEBRA, 

N the Evening of Wedneſday, Thurſday, and 
Friday the Church performs a ſulemn Office, 
commonly called Tenebre ; wich in the follow- 
ing Tranſlation is ranged under the Title of 
Maunday Thurſday, Go2d-Friday, and Holy Sa- 
turday, being the Matins and Lauds aſhgned to 
thoſe Days. The Namie of Tenebræ is given to 
it, from the Ceremony of extinguiſhing all the 
Candies during the Courſe of it, till at laſt it is 
finiſhed in total Darkneſs, which is the Sigaifi- 
cation of the Word Tenebræ. 

'The Office, which the Church commands her 
Miniſters to recite every Day, is compoſed chiefly 
of three Things: Plalms and Hymns for the 
Praiſes of God; Leſſons and little Chapters for 
the Inſtruction of the Faithful; Collects and 
Prayers for the Neceſlities of the Church. But 
on theſe three Days ſhe ſeems to lay aſide all 
theſe. For there is no ſotemn Invocation of God's 
Aſſiſtance at the Beginning of the Matins and 
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Lauds ; no Gleria Patri at the End of the Pſalms, 
to give Glory to the B, 'Trinity ; no Hymns of 
Divine Praiſe are ſung ; no Bleſſing is aſked by 
the Reader of the Leſſons ; no little Chafpxers 
are read by the Prieſt for the Inſſruction of the 
People; no Dominus Vcbiſcum, to bleſs the Faith- 
tul ; no Oremus, todefire their Concurrence ; no 
Amen, to expreſs theig Conſent. By all theſe 
Omiſſions the Church declares her Concern, 
Trouble and Confuſion, fer her expiring Loid 
ard the Pſaims and Leſſons, that make up this 
Office, ſcarce breathe any 'Thing elſe but Sighs 
end Lamentations for the Sufferings, Death and 
Rurial of her Redeemer, 

The fix Candles on the Altar, and the fifteen 
Candles placed on the Epiſtle Side, all burning 
at the Beginning of the Office, ſignify the Light 
of Faith preached by the Prophets and Jeſus 
Chriſt ; of which Faith the Fundamental Arti- 
cle is the Myſtery of the B. Trinity, repreſented 
by the Triangular Candleſtick. At the Repeti- 
tion of the fourteen Antipbens in the Matins and 
Lauds, fourteen of the Candles in the 'Triangu- 
lar Candleſtick are extinguiſhed ; and at the ſix 
laſt Verſes of the BenediAfus, thoſe on the Altar 
are put out ; to teach us, that the Jews were 
totally deprivedof the Light of Faith when they 
put our Saviour to Death. Put the fifteenth 
Candle, that repreſents the Light of the World, 
Teſus Cbriſi, is only hidden for a Time under the 
Altar, and afterwards brought out again, ſtill 
burning: to ſignify that though Chriſt according 
to his Humanity died, and was laid in the So 
pulchie, 
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palchre, yet he was always alive according to 
his Divinity, by which he raiſed his Body again 
to Life. The Darkneſs of the Church, while 
the Miſerere and Prayer are ſaid, naturally puts 
us in mind of the Darkneſs, that covered 
the whole Earth at his Death ; and the Noiſe 
made at the End of the Prayer repreſents the 
Confuſion of Nature for the Loſs of its Author, 
when the Earth trembled, the Rocks rent, the 
Graves opened, and the Veil of the Temple was 
torn from the Top to the Bottom. 
MAUNDLAY-THURSDAY. 
HE Roman Miſſal and Breviary caff this 
Day Feria N in Cana Domini, that is, 
T be Thurſday of the Lord's Supper ;. being the 
Day, when our Lord at his laſt Supper inſtitut- 
ed the Sacrament of the Euchariſt, It is called 
by the French, Jeudy About, or, Auſolutien- 
7 bur/day : becauſe the Sentence of Ab/olution' 
was then pronounced over the Public Penitents. 
And we name it Maunday-T hur/day, from the 
Ceremony of Waſhing the Feet, called by the 
Rubric Mandatum; which is the firſt Antiphon 
ſung during that Ceremony. 0 
The Mats of this Day, contrary to the Office, 
is of the Holy Euchariſt, and therefore a Sub- 
ject of Joy and Thankſgiving, expreſſed by the 
Ringing of Bells, and the white Colour of the 
Veſtments and Ornaments of the Altar. For 
though the Church be wholly taken up this 
Week with the Paſſion of Chriſt, and for that 
Reaſon ordained the. Feaſt of Corpus Chriſti in 
Thankſgiving for the Inſtitution of that Sacra- 
A. 4. ment; 
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ment; yet ſhe could not refrain ſrom ſome Ex- 
preſſions of her Joy and Gratitude on the very 
Day, when our Lord was pleaſed to ordain ſo 
great a Wonder of his Love. But after the G ia 
in Exceſſis the Bells are ſilent during the Re- 
mainder of this Day, all Gœod-Friday, and Hoh- 
Saturday, until the ſame Angelical Hymn is fe— 
peated: to honour the wonderful Silence of our 
Saviour during his Paſſion; and to expreſs by 
Wat Silence, the Aſtoniſhment and Mourning of 
the Church for the Death of her Spouſe, 
TheRubric preſcribes the Conſecration of two 
Hoſts : One for the Sacrifice of this Day; the 
other to be carried in ſolemn Proceſſion to a 
Place adorned with Ligkts and Tapeſtry, where 
it is kept with great Splendor for the Office of 
the next Day. The Reaſon of this Solemn Wor- 
ſhip of God in the H. Sacrament is, to give the 
People an Opportunity of returning Thanks to 
God for the Inſtitution of this ineſtimable Bleſ- 
ſing on the very Day itſelf ; which we ſee them 
do by their frequent Viſits to the Places where 
it is reſerved. And the Reaſon of removing 
the B. Sacrament to another Place is, to con- 
tinue the Devotion of the Paſſion at the Chicf 
Altar of the Church, where it was begun the 
Evening before, at the Tenebr&, and 1s con- 
tinued theſe three Days without any Pomp or 
Magnificence. The Cuſtom of viſiting the B. 
Sacrament on this Day is commonly called 
Viſiting Sepulchres, but very improperly and 
contrary 10 the Intention of the Church, which 


in her Rubric ordains the Honour given to it » 
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be expreſſed by Lights and the richeſt Orna- 
ments; Things very unbecoming a Sepulchre, 
Beſides, it ſeems odd to pay our Devotions to 
Jeſus Chriſt in his Grave, before the Church 
commemorates his Crucifixion, For this reaſon 
Repreſentations of that kind made under the Al- 
tar, where the Holy Euchariſt is kept, mult be 
eſteemed a Devotion of private Perions or par- 
ticular Countries, contrary tothe original Deſign 
of the Church of Rome. | 
«After the Veſpers, the Prieft with his. Mini- 
ſters uncloaths the Altars of the Church, by 
taking away the Linen Cloths that cover them, 
with all their other Ornaments, and leaving 
them bare and naked. The Antiphon Diviſerunt, - 
and the Pſalm Deus Deus meus, ſaid by the 
Prieſt, and ſung by the Choir during the Cere- 
mony, ſufficiently ſhew that it repreſents the 
Stripping our Saviour of his Garments, which 
the Soldiers caſt Lots for and divided among 
themſelves. And the Nakedneſs of the Altars 
ſignifies, that Chriſt in his Paſſion loſt all his 
Beauty and Majeſty, and was'tn a manner de- 
prived of the Glory of his Divine Nature, 

Oa this Day the Clergy meet to perform the. 
2 of Waſhing the Feet, called in the 
RubricMandutum, or T be Commandment; becauſe 
it is commanded by the Example and W oids of 
Teſus Chriſt, in the Goſpel ſung before the 
Prieſt begins to waſh the Feet. Hence in each 
Church the Superior waſhes the Feet of his [n- 
feriors; many Rich do the ſame to the Poor , 
and Kings diſdainnot to ſtoop to the Feet of their 
Subjects. And it teaches us to imitate the Hu- 
A 5 mility 
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mility of our Saviour, and to cleanſe our Souls 
from the Stains of the ſmalleſt Sins, figured to 
us by the Dirt that ſticks to our Feet. 
GOOD-FRIDAY. 

TE Church commemorates every Day the 

Bloody Sacrifice of Feſus Chriſt on the 
Croſs, by a true and real unblocdy Sacrifice; in 
which offers to God the ſame Body and 
Blood that was given and ſhed for the Sins of 
the World. But on this Day the offers no Sa- 
erifice, nor is there any Conſccration of the 
Holy Euchariſt ; the Prieſt receiving the Sacred 
Hoit, he had confecrated the Day before. So 
that in the Office that is performed inſtead of 
the Maſs, ſhe contents herſelf with a bare Re- 
preſcntation of the Paſſion, and makes it her 
chief Buſineſs to expoſe to the Faithful, 7e/us 
Chrif: crucified for them. For this End ſhe 
reads ſuch Leſſons and Tracts, as contain Pre- 
ditions of his coming for their Redemption, 
and Types of his Immolation on the Croſs; and 
then ſhe reads the Hiſtory of the Paſſion, as re- 
lated by St. 7ehn; to ſhew how, the: Law and 
the Prophets. were verified by the Goſpel. 

The Faithful by theſe Leſſons ate inſtructed 
in the Myſtery of this Day, and therefore beg 
with the Prieſt the Fruit and Application of his 
Paſſion by pray ing for all Sorts ct Perfons, even 
Schiſmatics, Heretics, Jews, and Pagans, None 
are excluded from the Suffrages of the Church 
on a Day, when Jeſus Chriſt prayed for his Per- 
ſecutors, and offered his Blcod to his Father for 
the Salvation of thoſe that ſhed. it, 

Next, 
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Next, both Prieſt and People adore 7e/usCbri/t 


crucified, expreſſing their Adoration by kneeling 
thrice before they kiſs the Croſs, This Cere- 


mony is a great ſtumbling- block to Proteſiants, 
who think us guilty of Idolatry by it, eſpecially 
when the Rubric calls it the Adoration of the 
Croſs, and the Choir at the ſame Time ſing, Ne 
adore thy Croſs, O Lord, & c. But we preſume, 
they will give us leave toknow the Meaning ot 
our own Words and AQtons, and believe us 
when we tell them, that our Genuflexion and 
Kiſſing of the Croſs are no more than outward 
Expreſſions of the Worſhip, which we pay in 
our Hearts to Feſus Chriſt crucified; and that 
the Words Adoration and Adore, as applied to the 
Croſs, ſignify only that Reſpect and Veneration 
that is due to Things relating to God and his 
ſervice, 

After this Ceremony, the Prieſt brings back 
to the Altar the Body of our Lord, with the ſame - 
Solemnity as it was carried from thence on 
Thurſday, and finiſhes the Office, by receiving 
the ſacred Victim that was lain this Day for 
the Redemption of Mankind. 

HOL Y-SATURDAY. 
HE Tenebre or Matins with the other 
Canonical Hours for this Day are conſe- 
crated to the Memory of our Lord in his Sepul- 
chre: but after that, he is repreſented to the 
Faithful as coming out of his Grave and tri- 
umphing over Death by his Reſurrection. The 
Word Night, uſed in the BenediQion of the Paſ- 
cba Candle, in the Collect of the Mais, in the 
Preface 
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Preface and Commnunicantes, ſhews, that the Of-. 
fhce and Maſs now ſaid in the Middle of the 
Day, was formerly ſaid in the Night, to honour 


the Time of our Saviou's ReſurreQion, that 


happened in this Night, And we may ſuppoſe 
the preſent Anticipation of this Office to be an 
Indulgence to the Faithful rendered incapable 
of watching at Midnight by the long peniten- 
tial Faſt of Lent, 

This then being the Deſign of the Church, 
the Altars, deprived of their Ornaments on 
Maunday-Thburſday, are again cloathed with 
them, and a new Fire is bleſſed to illuminate 


them. The Office begins with lighting a Triple 


Candle; which is declared to be the Light of 


Chriſt, and ſignifies that the Faith of the Ble- 
ſed Trinity proceeds from the Light communi- 


cated to us by Chriſt riſen from the Ded. The 


Paſchal Candle, bleſſed in the next place by the 
Deacon, is a Figure of the Body of Jeſus Chri/t, 
and not being lighted at. firſt repreſents him 
dead, as the five bleſſed Grains of Incenſe fixed 
in it denote the Aromatic Spices, that embalmed 
him in the Sepulchre. When the Deacon /:ghts 
it, it is a Repreſentation of his riſing again to a 
new Life; and the Lighting of the Lamps and 
other Candles afterwards, teaches the Faithful, 
that the Reſurrection of the, Head will be fol- 
lowed by that of the Members. 

After this Ceremony, in which is plainly fi- 
gured the Reſurtedtion of our Saviour, ihe 
Church diſpoſes the Catechumens for a worthy 
Receiving of Baptiſm; for which purpoſe ſhe 


reads 
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reads twelve Leſſons out of the Old Teſtament, 
called Propbecies, and after each ſays a ſolemn 
Prayer; by both which ſhe not only inſtructs 
them in the Effects and Fruit of that Sacrament, 
but begs for them of Almighty God all the Ad- 
vantages of it. 'Fhe Reaſon why the Church 
from the Beginning appointed this'Time for the 
ſolemn Adminiſtration of Baptiſm, was on ac- 
count of its being ſo hvely a Repreſentation of 
the Reſurrection, which ſhe now ſolemniſes. As 
Chriſt was laid in the Sepulchre truly dead, and 
came out again truly alive, ſo the Sinner is buri- 
ed in the Baptiſmal Water, as in a myſtical 
Grave, and 1s taken out again animated with 
the new Lite of Grace, For we are buried with 
him by Baptiſm unto Death; that as Chriſt aroſe 
from the Dead by the Glory of the Father, fo we 
alſo may walk in Newneſs of Life, Rom. vi. 4. 

Before the Adminiſtration of the Sacrament, 
the Baptiſmal Font is bleſſed with Ceremonies 
that are full of Myſteries. 1. The Prieſt divides 
the Water im Form of a Croſs, to teach us that 
it confers Grace and Sanctity by the Merits of 
Chriſt crucified. 2, He touches the Water with 
his Hand, praying that it may be free from all 
Impreſſions of evil Spirits. 3. He ſigns it thrice 
with the Sign of the Croſs, to blels it in the 
Name of the Holy Trinity. 4. He parts it with 
his Hand and caſts out ſome of it towards the 
four Parts of the World, to inſtruct us, that the 
Grace of Baptiſm, like the Rivers of Paradiſe, 
flows all over the Earth. 5. He blows thrice 


upon it in Form of a Croſs praying God to bleſs 
it 
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1 it with the Infuſion of his Holy Spirit, that it 
1 may receive the Virtue of SanQifying the Soul. 
. 6. He plunges the Ae Candle thrice into 
| it, praying that the Holy Ghoſt may deſcend 
11 _ it as hedid at the Baptiſm of Chriſt in the 
1 aters of the Jordan, 7. He mixes Holy Oil 
and Chriſm with it, to ſignify that Baptiſm 
conſecrates us to God, and gives ſpiritual, 
Strength to wreſtle. with and overcome all the. 
Enemies of our Soul. by 
After the BenediQtion of the- Font, the Sacra- 
ment of Baptiſm is ſolemnly adminiſtered to ſuch 
as are prepared for it; and then the Litanies and 
Maſs are ſung, to obtain of God by the inter- 
ceſſion of the Saints, that the new-baptized may 
perſevere in the Grace they have received. In 
the Maſs, Incenſe is uſed at the Goſpel, to repre - 
ſent the Perfumes carried by the Women to our 
Saviour's Monument: But no Lights ere car- 
ried, as at other Times, . becauſe they and the 
Apoſtles did not yet believe his RefurreQion ; 
for which Reaſon the Creed is not ſaid. The 
Offertory, the Kiſs of Peace, and the Antiphon 
called the Communion are omitted; becauſe the 
Faithful did not receive the bleſſed Euchariſt at 
this Maſs, but expected till Eaſter-Day, when 
all, both the New-Baptized and others, per-- 
formed that Duty. 4

[: thoſe Days: The Children of 1/-ael came 


to Elim, where were twelve Fountains of 
ater and ſeventy Palm-trees : and they en- 
camped near the Waters. And they went from 
Elim, and all the Multitude of the Children of 
Iſrael came into the Deſart of Sin, which is 
between Elim and Sinai, on the fifteenth Day of 
the ſecond Month, after they came out of the 
Land of Egypt.

And the ſixth Day let them prepare to carry in: 
And let it be the Double of what they ufed to 
gather for each Day. Moſes and Aaron ſaid to 
all the Children of /ſrae/ : In the Evening you 
ſhall know that the Lord hath brought you out 
of the Land of Egypt: And in the Morning ye 

ſhall ſce the Glory of the Lord.

R. The Chief Prieſts and the Phariſees aſ- 
ſembled a Council, and ſaid: What are we 
doing? for this Man doth many Miracles. If 
we ſct him go fo, all will believe in him: “

J. And one of them called 
Caipbas, being the High Prieſt of that Year, pro- 
pheſied, ſaying : It is expedient for you, that 
one Man die for the People, and not the whole 
Nation periſh.

A Continuation of the holy Goſpel, according 
to St. Matthew. Chap. 21. 


T that Time: when Jeſus drew nigh to 
Teruſalem, and was come to Bethpbage, at 
Mount Olivet : then he fent two of his Diſciples, 
ſaying to them: Go into the Village that is 
over-againſt you, and ye will preſently find an 
Aſs tied, and a Colt with her: untie and brin 

them to me: and if any Man ſhall ſay any thing 
to you, ſay that the Lord hath needof them, and 
forthwith he will let them go. And all this 
$ Was done to fulfil what was ſpoken by the 
Prophet, 
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Prophet, ſaying : Tell the Daugbter of Sion: 
Behold iby King comes to thee meek, ſitting on an 
Aſs, and a Colt the Foal of one uſed to the Yoke, 
And the Diſciples went and did as Jeſus com- 
manded them. And they brought the Aſs and 
the Colt, ard laid their Garments on them and 
made him fit thereon. And a very great Multi- 
tude ſpread their Garments in the Way : and 
others cut down Boughs from the Trees, and 
ſtrewed them in the Way: and the Multitude, 
that went before and that followed, cried out, 
ſaying : Heſanna to the Son of David: Bleſſed is 
he that comes in the Name of the Lord. 


After this the Palms are bleſſed. The Prieſt ſtands 
ing at the Cirner of the Epiſtis fays, 
The Lord be with you.

And taking with him Peter, 
and the two Sons of Zebedee, he began to grow 
ſorrowfyl and ſad. Then he ſaid to them: My 
Soul is Sorrowful unto Death: ſtay ye here, and 
watch with me. And going a little-farther, he 
fell on his Face, praying and ſaving : O my 
Father, if it be poſſible let this Cup paſs from 
me. Nevertheleſs not as I will, but as thou 
wilt. And he comes to his Diſciples, and finds 
them ſleeping, and he ſays to Peter: What, 
could ye not watch one hour with me ? Watch 
ye and pray, that ye fall not into Temptation. 
The Spirit indeed is courageous, but the Fleſh 
is weak, He went again the ſecond Time, and 
pray'd, ſaying: O my Father, if this Cup can. 


dor, pas, unleſs] drink it, thy Will be done: 
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And he comes again, and finds them ſlee ping. 
For their Eyes were heavy. And leaving them, 
he went again, and pray'd the third Time, ſay- 
ing the ſame Words. Then he comes to his 
Diſciples, and ſays to them: Sleep ye now, 
and take your Reſt; behold the Hour approach- 
es, when the Son of Man ſhal} be betrayed into 
the Hands of Sinners. Ariſe, let us go: behold he 
that will betray me is near. As he was yet ſpeak- 
ing, behold Juda, one of the Twelve came, 
and with him a great Multitude with Swords 
and Clubs, ſent from the Senatorsof the People. 
And he that betrayed him, gave them a Sign, 
ſaying : Whomſoever I ſhall, kiſs, that is he, ap- 
prehend him, And immediately going to Je- 
ſus, he ſaid to him: Hail, Rabbi, and killed 
him.

And a certain young Man 
follow*d him cover *d with .a Sheet upon his 
naked Body: and they feized him. But he 
having thrown off the Sheet, ran away from 
thera naked.

And ſome 
riſing up bore falſe Witneſs againſt him, ſaying: 
We have heard him ſay: Foil deſtroy this 
Temple made with Hands, and in three Days! 
will build another not made with Hands. And 
their Teſtimony did not agree. And the High- 
Prieſt riſing up in the Middle, aſk'd Jeſus, (ay- 
ing: Doſt thou not anſwer any thing to theſe 
'Fhings that are objected againſt Thee by 
"Theſe ? But he was filent, and anſwer'd no- 
thing. The H'gh-Prieſt aſk'd him again, and 
ſa'd to him: Art thou the Chrift the Son of 
the Blefled God? And Jeſus ſaid to him: Iam, 
And ye ſhall ſee the Son of Man ſitting at the 
Right hand cf the Power of God, and coming 
in the Clouds of Heaven. And the High-Prieſ 
tearing his Garments faid: Why do we ſtil 


defire Witneſſes: Ye have heard the Blaſphe- 
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my: What do ye think ? Who all condemned 
him to be guilty of Death. And ſome began 
to ſpit on him, and to cover his Face, and to 
ſtrike him with their Fiſts, and to ſay to him: 
Propheſy to us. And the Servants buffeted him. 
And when Peter was in the Court below, there 
came one of the High Prieſt's Maids ; and hav- 
ing ſeen Peter warming himſelf, ſhe ſays, look- 
ing at him: And thou waſt with Zeſus of Na- 
zaretb. But he denied it, ſay ing: Neither do 
[ know him, nor do I know what thou ſay'ſt. 
And he went out betore the Court, and the 
Cock crew. And again a Maid having ſeen 
him, began to ſay to thoſe that ſtood there, that 
this Man was one of them. But he again de- 
nied it, And a little while after they again that 
ſtood by ſaid to Peter : Certainly thou art one 
of them: for thou art a Galilean. But he be- 
gan to curſe and ſwear, ſaying: I know not this 
Man ye ſpeak of. And preſently the Cock crew 
again, And Peter remember'd the Word which 
Jeſus had ſaid to him: Before the Cock crows 
twice, thou ſhalt deny me thrice. And ke be- 


1 gan to weep. And early in the. Morning the

| the whole Council, conſulting together, carried 


Jeſus bound and deliver'd him 10 Pilate, And 
Pilate aſk'd him: Art thou the King of the 
Jews? But he anſwering ſaid to him: Thou

And there was one call'd Barabbas, that was in 
Priſon with ſome ſeditious Perſons, who in a Se- 
dition had committed Murder. And the Mul- 
titude being come up began to require what he 
had always granted them. And Pilate anſwer'd 
them and ſaid : Will ye have me releaſe to you 
the King of the Fews ? For he knew that the 
Chief Prieſts had deliver'd him up out of Envy, 
But the Prieſts ſt:yr'd up the Multitude rather 
to have Barabbas releaſed to them. And Pilate 
anſwering again, ſaid to them: What then will 
ye have me do to the King of the Jeu! But 
they again cried out: Crucify him. And Pilate 
ſaid to them: But what Harm has he done? 
But they cried out more: Crucify him. And 
Pilate willing to ſatisfy the People, releaſed Ba- 
rabbas to them, and delivered up 7%, being 
firſt ſcourged, to be crucified. And the Sol- 
die rs carried him into the Court of the Palace, 
and they ca'] together the whole Company, and 
cloath him in Purple: and wreathing a Crown 
of Thorns they put it on him. And they be— 
gan to ſalute him thus: Hail, King of the Jer, 
And they ſtruck him on the Head with a Reed: 
and they ſpit on him, and kneeling down adored 
him. And after they had meck'd him, they took 
off his Purple, and put on him his own Cloaths, 
and bring him out to crucity him. And they 
preſſed one that was paſſing by, Sim-n, a re. 
nean, coming from the Country, the Father of 
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Alexander and Rufus, to carry his Croſs. And 
| they bring him to the Place Ge/gotha, which is 
interpreted, the Place of Calvary. And they 
gave him Wine mingled with Myrrh to drink: 
and he did not take it. And when they had 
crucified him, they divided his Cloaths, caſting 
Lots for them, to Lu- what each ſhould take. 
Ard it was the-third Hour: and they crucified 
him. And this Caule of his Condemnation was 
written: The King of the Jews. And they 
crucify with him two Thieves; one at his 
Right-hand, and the other at his Left, and the 
| Scripture was fulfill'd, that ſays: And he was 
| reputed with the Wicked. And they that paſs'd 
by blaſphemed againſt him, ſhaking their Heads, 
and ſaying: Oh! Thou that deſtroyeſt the Tem- 
ple of God, and rebuildeſt it in three Days, fave 
thy own ſelf, and come down from the Croſs, 
In like manner the Chief Prieſts with theScribes, 
© mocking, ſaid to one another: He ſaved others, 
he cannot ſave himfelf. Let Chriſt ihe King of 
frael now come down from the Croſs, that we 
may ſee and believe. And they that were cru- 
dcified with him, abuſed him. And at the ſixth 
Hour there was Darkneſs over the whole Earth 
> to the ninth Hour. And at the ninth Hour 
Jeſus cried out with a loud Voice, ſaying: Eloi, 
lei, lammaſabafbani ? Which is interpreted, 
| My God, my God, why haſt thou forſaken me ? 
And ſome of the Standers by hearing him, ſaid: 
& Beho!d, he calls Elias. And ong running and - 
f lling a Sponge with Vinegar, and putting'it on 
Reed gave it him to drink, ſaying: Hold, let 
I us 
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us ſee, if. Elias comes to take him down, And 
Feſus crying out with a loud Voice, expired, 

Here all kneel, and after a little Pauſe, to medi. 
tate on the Redemption of Mankind, the Deacm 
goes on.

And he faid to them athird Time: What Ham 
has that Man done? I find no Cauſe of Death 
in him: I will therefore correct him and releaſe 
him. But they preſſed him, requiring with 
loud Voices, that he might be crucified, And 
their Voices prevailed. And P:late ordered that 
their Petition ſhould be granted. And he reſeaſe 
to them him that for Murder and Sedition had 
been put into Priſon, whom they demanded : 
but delivered up Jeſus. to their Will. And 
they led him along, they ſeized on one bins 
of Cyrene, coming from the Country, and lad 
the Crofs on him, to carry after Jeſus.

And the Earth was cor- 
wpted before God, and filled with Iniquity. 
And when God ſaw that the Earth was corrupt- 
ed (for all Fleſh had corrupted its Way upon 
the Earth) he ſaid to Noe : The End of all Flefh 
come before me: The Earth is filled with Ini- 
quity from the Face of them, and I will deſtroy 
them with the Earth. Make thee an Ark of 
Timber planed.

with thee, that they may live. 'Thou ſha 
therefore take with thee of all Meats that m 
be eaten, and lay them up by thee: andths 
ſhall be Food both for Thee and Them. . 
therefore did all the Things which God ha 
commanded him. And he was fix hundred 
Years old, when the Waters of the Flood over 
flowed the Earth. All the Springs of the gre: 
Deep broke out, and the Flood-gates of be 
ven were opened: and the Rain fell upon the 
Earth forty Days and forty Nights. In ther: 
ry Point of that Day, Noe, and Sem, and Ci 
and Faphbeth, his Sons, his Wife, and the 
three Wives of his Sons with them, entered u 
to the Ark : they and every Living Creature 
according to its Kind, we! all Cattle in the 
Kind, and every Thing that moves upon the 
Earth, in its Kind, and every Bird according t 
its Kind.

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at the Dedication of the Statue, which Kiny 
Nabuchodinoſor had ereQed. Then the No. 
bles, Magiſtrates and Judges, Captains and 
Lords, and Governors that were in Powe, 
and all the Princes of Countries, were calle/ 
to meet together at the Dedication of the Su. 
tue, which King Nabuchodonoſor had erected. 
And they ſtood in the Sight of the Status, 
which King Nabuchodonoſor had ſet up: and 
an Herald cried out with a ſtrong Voice: To 
2 People, Tribes, and Men of different 

anguages: In the Hour that ye ſhall hear the 
Sound of the Trumpet, Pipe, Harp, Dulci 
mer, Pſaltery, Symphony, and all Kinds « 
Muſical Inſtruments, fall down and adore the 
golden Statue, which King Nabuchodonoſor has 
fet up. But if any Man ſhall not fall down 
and adore it, the ſame Hour he ſhall be cal 
into a Furnace of burning Fire. Aſter thi 
therefore, as ſoon as all the People heard the 
Sound of the Trumpet, Pipe, and Harp, Du 
cimer, and Pſaltery, Symphony, and all Kine 
of Muſical Inſtruments ; all People, Tribes 
and Men of different Languages, fell dont 
and adored the golden Statue, which Kin 
Nabuc hodonoſor had ſet up. And immediate} 
at that very Time ſome Chaldeans came ai 
accuſed the Jeu: and they ſaid to King N. 


buc bodonoſor : O King, live for ever: Ih 


O King, haſt made a Decree, that every Ma! 


that ſhall hear the Sound of the Trumpe Wi 
Pipe, and Harp, Dulcimer, and Paltz 
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Symphony, and all Kinds of Muſical Inftru- 
ments, ſhall proſtrate himſelf and adore the 
golden Statue: But if any Man ſhall not fall 
down ard adore it, he ſhall be caſt into a Fur- 
nace of burning Fire. Now there are ſome 
Jews whom thou haſt appointed over the 
Works of the Country of Babylon, called Si- 
drach, Miſach, and Abdenago-: theſe Men, O 
King, have contemned thy Decree : they 
worſhip not thy Gods, and adore not the 
golden Statue which thou haſt erected. Then 
Nabuch:donofor in Fury and Wrath command- 
ed Sidrach, Miſach and Abdenago, to be brought 
to him : who were preſently brought into the 
Preſence of the King. And King Nabucbodo- 
noſor ſpoke and ſaid to them: Is it true, O 
Sidrach, Miſach and Abdenago, that ye do 
| not worſhip my Gods, nor adore the golden 
Statue, which I have ſet up? Now then, if 
| ye are ready, at whatever Hour ye ſhall hear 
the Sound of the Trumpet, Pipe, Harp, Dulci- 
mer, and Pſaltery, Symphony, and all Kinds of 
| mufical Inſtruments, proſtrate yourſelves, and 
adore the Statue which I have made. But if ye 
ſhall not adore it, at the ſame Hour ye ſhall be 
| caſt into the Furnace of burning Fire: and 
ho is the God that ſhall deliver you out of my 
Hands? Sidrach, Miſach and Abdenago an- 
ſwering, ſaid to King Nabuchodonoſor : It be- 
Jhoves us not to anſwer thee concerning this 
Thing. For behold, our God, whom we wor- 
ſhip, can ſave us from the Furnace of burning 


Fire, 
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Fire, and deliver us, O King, out of thy 
Hands. But if he will not, be it known to 
thee, O King, that we worſhip not thy Gods, 
and adore not the golden Statue, which thou 
haſt erefted. Then Nabuchodonoſor was filled 
with Fury: and the Aſpect of his Faee was 
changed towards Sidrach, Miſach, and Abde- 
nage. And he commanded that the Furnace 
ſhould be heated ſeven times more than it had 
been accuſtomed to be heated, And he com- 
manded the ſtrongeſt Men of his Army to 
bind the Feet of Sidrach, Miſach, and Abde- 
nago, and caſt them into the Furnace of burn. 
mg Fire. And preſently thoſe Men being 
bound were caſt into the Middle of the Furnace 
of burning Fire, with their Mantles, Turbans, 
Shoes and cloaths: for the Command of the 
King was preſſing, and the Furnace was heat- 
ed exceedingly, Now the Flame of the Fire 
flew thoſe Men that had caſt Sidrach, Miſacb, 
and Abdenago, into it. But theſe three Men, 
that is, Sidrach, Miſach and Abdenago, fell 
bound in the Middle of the Furnace of burning 
Fire. And they walked in the Middle of the 

Flame, praiſing God, and bleſſing the Lord.
